Quire tne periotial overſight of icveral of the {aid Officers having 
Eſtates and T illage remote from their Quarters, as alſo conſiderinz 
that divers of them may have neceſſary occaſions to attend i11 Dub/in 
this I erm, we have been pleaſed to dilpence with their atrendaiice up- 
on their duty in thoſe times, whileſt other competeat Office rs vecre 
with their Troops and Companies ; Now we think fit and do here- 
by require and command, that all and every the ſaid Officers which 
at the preſent arc abſent from their Quarcers ſhall return thercunto 
relpechvely, before the Four and T wentieth diy of February r:2xt, 
notwithſtanding any Licences of abſence formerly grant:d,und noe de- 
part from their ſeveral Quarters without Licence to be obtained fron: 
us, to {uch purpoſe; And we do declare thar if any of the {11d Oth- 
ccrs thall in any fort contemn or tranſgre{s what we have hereby com- 
manded, ſuch Officer or Officers (hall be dilmifſed from Imploymears 
in His Majefties Army, where of we require all perſons whom it may 
any way concern to take due notice.
